Walker, of Georgetown, will call
that body to order.

INCOME TAX RATE FOR
CORPORATIONS IS FIXED

Senate and House Conferees Fix 12
Per Cent for 1818 and 10 Per
Cent Thereafter,

Washington, Jan. 13.—Corpor:-

tions will pay income taxes of 12 per
cent on their 1918 earnings and 10
instead of 8 per cent thereafter, un-
der agreements reached by senat
and house conferees on the war
‘revenue bill,
The conference adopted the 12
| per cent rate for 1919 collection, as
proposed in the bill as it passed the
senate, the house managers agreeing
to elimination of the house provis-
ion Jevying an additional 6 per’ cent
on undistributed dividends of cor-
porations. In revising the corpora-
tion income tax affecting earnings of
1919 and subsequent years, which
the senate had afixed at 8 per cem
|fho senate and house managers
reached a compromise making tew
rate 10 per cent. It is estimated
that under the rates the corporation
tax will yield about $750,000,000
this year and $600,000,000 annually
therenfter.

The conferees also adopted,
etantially, the senate
lowing deductions, in calculating
corporations’ Income taxesa of divi-
dends received from other corpora-
tions. They also approved the gen-
ate provisions exempting so-called
personal service corporations from
the torporation tax rates, but addea
an amendment to deny such exemn-
tions to these corporations where 50
per cent or more of income Is de-
rived from nrofite ar snmmissions on
government contracts,

BODY OF WOMAN FOUND
IN RIVER IS IDENTIFIED

A Lynchburg, Va., Man Is Sure That
It 1s Christine

Ford, Missing

Since December 4,

Richmond, Va., Jan. 13.—What s
believed to he a definite identification
of the James river murder victim of
two weeks ago, was made when E,
E. Wade, of Lynchburg, viewed the
remains at ihe morgue and {dentified
them as those of Christine Ford,
aged 20, who left her home near
High City December 14, Wade told
the police he was startled on tte

evening of December TH when be
suddenly encountered her In the
street with a soldier. He sald he
had no knowledges of her having
come to Richmond. He also told

the police he tried to talk to her but
she ran away and he did not see her
subsequently, and thought
returned to her home.

Police express themselves as more
confident than ever that the girl was
murdered, basing, this largely upon
the fact that no girl wonld go alone
to the deserted spot where the body
was found.

GREGORY QUITS THE
CABINET FOR LAW

Attorney-General Resigns Be
cause of “Pecuniary Re-
sponsibilities.”

WILL RETIRE ON MARCH 4

His Letter of Resighation is
Dated January 9 and Presi-
dent Wilson Cabled Accept-
ance Next bay.

‘Washington, Jan.
Watt Gregory, attorney general of
the United States since 1914, has re-
signed because of “pecuniary respon-
sibilities” and will return to the
practice of law. President -Wilson
has agreed to his resignation next
March 4.

Mr. Gregory's letter of resignation
dated January 9 and the Pres'-
dent's reply, cabled from Paris, the
next day, were made public at the
White House, . The attorney gener-
al's letter discloses that he had long
considered retiring from office and
had discussed the matter with the
President before Mr. Wilson went
abroad.

Mr. Gregory's successor has no
yet been appointed and there has
been no official  intimation as to
whom he will be. In speculation the
names of Frank L. Polk, counsellor

of the state department, and acting
sacretary while Mr. Lansing is in En-
rope, and Senator James Hamiltoa
Lewis, of Illinois were mentioned.

Mr. Gregory's letter of resignation
follows:

“Dear Mr. President:

“In accordance with the purpose
expressed in our conversation jus
before you went abroad, I tender my
resignation as attorney general.

“It has been not guite six years
since 1 became connected with your
administration, and more than four
years ago, a few days after war was
declared by the European nations, I
became a member of the cabinet. It
cam be fairly said that during no
other six vears in the history of onr
country have so many great prolb-
lems heen presented and solved. The
reflection that at such a time I have
been permitted to stand hy your side
and assist in a modest wav in deal-
Ing with those national and interna-
tional Issues is now. and will
be, my greatest source of pride.

“No man ever served a leader who
was more uniformly
more kindly helpful and
erously appreciative. No subordir-
ate was ever more deeply gratef |
for the numberless friendly word
and acts of his superior

“Pecuniary responsibilities of a
substantial®nature rest upon me and
my private affairs have long demand-
od attention. During the continuance
of actual warfare, T did not feel a.
Iiherty to weigh these personal con-
stderations in the halance against the
public duties with which I was
charged. By March 4 of the present
year, the department of justice will
have substantially brought its war
activities to a eclose and be working
nder normal conditions. I lhm‘e-|
fore ask that this resignation take
effect on that date

PARTIN WORLD WAR

This State Contributed Sixty
Thousand Men and Ninety-

five Million Dollars.

EXCEEDED ALL DEMANDS

Record of Exceeding Generous
Support in All Branches of
War Work During the Past
Two Years.

Out of a population of 1,515,400,
according to  the census of 1910,
South Carolina has furnished to the
army upwards of 53,000 men and to
the navy and marine corps, during
the period of the war, 5.011 men.
The Palmetto state’s quota of fight-
ing men, therefore was more than
58,000 men —which figures does not
include those in the military or na-
val service to April 6, 1917,

In the first draft South Carolina’'s
fmuota was 15,147 men,
third of the full quots enlisted-——to
he exact, 5.040 men-—and the re-
mainder, 10,081, were drafted into
the militiary servire.

In the draft Sou'h Caro-
lina furnished to the nation 24.271
men, in addition to whieh number
4480 enisted voluntarily, making a
total of 37.751
